Resolved  that  the  Waushara  County  Dance  Ordinance  passed  Novem- 
ber 17,  193S,  be  amended  as  follows: 

That  Section  5  of  said  Ordinance  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  5  —  No  person  or  corporation  to  whom  a  dance  hall 
license  shall  have  been  issued  shall  hold  or  permit  to  be  held  any 
public  dance  unless  at  least  48  hours  before  the  time  when  the 
iip.me  shall  commence,  he  shall  notify  the  sheriff  of  Waushara 
County  in  writing  that  such  dance  will  be  held,  and  shall  in  such 
notice  state  when  the  same  will  start  and  the  place  where  it  will 
be  held  and  shall  moreover  pay  to  the  sheriff  the  sum  of  Four 
dollars  to  defray  the  cost  of  supervising  such  dance. 

That  Section  8  of  said  Ordinance  be  amended  to  read  as 

follows: 

Sec.  8  —  Each  dance  supervisor  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  each  dance  supervised,  a  fee  of  Four  dollars  to  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  upon  certificate  of  the  County  Clerk.  Each 
supervisor  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  office  and  shall 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office.

Whereas,  at  the  November,  1942,  session  of  the  County  Board  jf 
Supervisors  of  Waushara  County  there  was  appropriated  to  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Department  of  said  County  for  the  hospital  and  medical  fund  of  said 
department  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand  ($6,000.00)  Dollars  for  use  of  said 
Public  Welfare  Department  from  January  of  1943  to  January  of  1944,  and 

Whereas,  there  remains  in  said  hospital  and  medical  fund  the  sum 
cf  approximately  $2,630.84  dollars,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  likely  that  the  said  sum  remaining  in  said  fund  will 
not  be  sufficient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  by  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Waushara  County  at  its  May,  1943,  session: 

That  the  County  Clerk  of  Waushara  County  be  authorized  to  trans- 
fer from  the  contingent  fund  heretofore  appropriated  by  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  the  hospital  and  medical  fund  of  Waushara  County  Public 
Welfare  Department  an  amount  net  to  exceed  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00) 
Dollars  if  the  need  therefore  arises.;  that  a  statement  of  account  from  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  presented  to  "said  clerk,  showing  an  exhaustion 
cf  its  hospital  and  medical  fund,  sha.l  be  sufficient  proof  of  the  need  for 
the  transfer  of  funds  aforesaid.

Whereas,  the  property  described  in  such  tax  deed  should  be  in- 
vestigated so  as  to  insure  the  giving  of  proper  notices  of  the  taking  of 
tax  deed. 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  County  Board  Committee 
on  Tax  Deeds  be  authorized  and  directed  to  hire  some  competent  person  to 
make  such  investigation  with  reference,  to  the  taking  of  such  deeds. 

That  such  person  so  employed  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 
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supervision  of  the  County  Clerk,  and  furnish  him  such  information  as  he 
may  require  in  order  to  give  proper  legal  notices  in  the  taking  of  such 
deeds, 

That  the  County  Clerk  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
take  deeds  in  the  name  of  Waushara  County  and  to  draw  an  order  on  the 
County  Treasurer  for  such  services  and  expenses,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  said  committee,  and  upon  proper  vouchers  being  filed  therefore.

We,  your  Committee  on  Officers'  Salaries  and  Bonds,  recommend

The  Waushara  County  Board  of  Supervisors  met  in  Annual  Session 
at  the  Court  House  in  the  City  of  Wautoma  on  Tuesday,  November  9th, 
1943,  at  10:00  A.  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Wm.  Decker,  Chairman  of 
the  Board. 

Roll  was  called  by  the  Clerk  and  all  members  were  present. 
The  report  of  the  County  Highway  Commissioner  was  read  by  the 
Clerk  and  upon  motion  by  A.  C.  Mundinger,  was  accepted. 

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Waushara  County, 
Wisconsin: 

I  present  herewith  the  report  of  the  Waushara  County  Highway 
Commissioner  for  the  period  of  November  1,  1943. 
State  an5  Federal  Highway  Systems: 

In  spite  of  restrictions  on  use  of  materials  and  equipment  the  State 
and  Federal  highways  in  this  County  were  maintained  in  much  the  same 
manner  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.  The  work  was  carried  on  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  division  office  of  the  State  Highway  Commission 
and  was  paid  for  by  them  as  follov/s: 


Supervision  $  1,650.00 

General  Maintenance    11,890.39 

Snow  Removal    7,631.23 

Ice  Prevention   2,390.35 

Drift  Prevention   2,150.74 


As  construction  on  reconstruction  is  being  curtailed  and  as  our  State 
and  Federal  highways  are  becoming  older,  maintenance  will  become  a  big- 
ger job  each  year.  Already  there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  seal  coating 
on  these  concrete  highways  in  order  to  protect  the  investment  which  the 
state  has  in  these  roads. 

County  Trunk  Highway  System: 

As  the  County  Trunk  Highway  System  has  grown  to  a  mileage  of 
213  miles,  132  miles  of  which  are  surfaced  with  bituminous  material  and 
the  remainder  of  80  miles  consists  of  gravel  surfacing. 

The  gravel  surfaces  have  been  patched  with  additional  gravel  and 
maintained  by  patroling  with  Motor  Graders.  The  bituminous  surfaces  have 
been  patched  with  bituminous  patching  material.  Prior  to  September  11th, 
the  use  of  bituminous  material  was  restricted  to  400  gallons  per  mile.  This 
did  not  give  us  sufficient  amount  of  oil  to  properly  maintain  some  of  our 
roads,  but  after  the  ban  was  lifted  on  September  11th,  we  were  able  to 
accomplish  a  considerable  amount  of  work  not  only  for  ourselves  but  for

some  of  the  townships  which  have  to  maintain  bituminous  surfaces.  We 
'Were  also  able  to  mix  a  considerable  amount  of  patching  material  which 
will  be  available  next  spring  and  we  still  have  about  17,C00  gallons  of 
bituminous  material  in  storage  in  our  tank  to  start  off  the  1944  season. 

The  mileage  which  we  have  graveled  and  repaired  together  with 
their  costs  are  as  follows: 

County  Trunk  "T"  2.5  miles 

County  Trunk  "W"    .5  miles 

County  Trunk  "A"   1.  miles 

County  Trunk  "Y"   6.  miles 

County  Trunk  "B"   6.  miles 

Gravel  placed  on  these  roads  was  14,366  yards,  cost  of  this  17  mile3 
of  reshaping  and  graveling  was  $14,631.85.  Bituminous  patching  was  dene 
on  all  our  County  Trunks  which  are  surfaced  with  bituminous  material  and 
the  cost  was  $13,943.40.  In  addition  County  Trunk  "BB"  was  surfaced 
after  the  ban  was  lifted  and  the  cost  is  included  in  the  above.  There  v/as 
no  construction  grading  done  on  any  County  Trunks  but  a  considerable 
mileage  of  ditches  were  cleaned  with  heavy  Motor  Graders.  The  work  of 
weed  cutting  was  curtailed  because  of  the  shortage  of  manpower. 

Snow  Removal,  Drift  and  Ice  Prevention  was  carried  on,  on  County 
Trunks  as  in  the  past  at  a  cost  of  $12,479.23.    About  11  miles  cf  snow 
fence  was  erected  on  the  County  Trunk  System. 
Township,  and  Other  Work: 

There  was  a  considerable  amount  of  work  done  for  the  various 
townships  in  the  past  year.    Most  of  this  work  was  grading  and  grave'ing, 
but  a  little  bituminous  work  was  accomplished  for  the  towns  of  Richford, 
Deerfield  and  Aurora  after  the  ban  on  bituminous  materials  were  lifted.

In  addition  we  hauled  a  total  of  5241  yds.  for  individuals. 

The  four  shops  have  been  maintained  at  Wautoma,  Hancock,  Poy 
Sippi  and  Auroraville  as  in  the  past.  All  major  repairs  are  taken  care  of 
by  the  Wautoma  Shop,  the  three  others  used  mainly  for  storage.  Our 
equipment  is  getting  old  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  parts  and  repairs. 
We  are  trying  to  get  along  the  best  that  we  can  until  the  time  comes 
when  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  replace  that  equipment  which  is  necessary 
and  get  the  repairs  for  that  which  can  be  repaired. 

I  would  like  to  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  maintaining  the 
bituminous  surfaces  that  we  now  have.  If  this  132  miles  of  road  is  allowed 
to  deteriorate  the  county  will  be  losing  the  investment  which  it  already  has 
made  and  will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  rebuilding  them.  In  addition 
the  80  miles  of  graveled  surfaces  should  be  maintained  in  such  a  way  as 
to  keep  them  in  condition  so  that  they  can  be  black-topped  as  soon  as 
conditions  will  allow  it. 

We  are  starting  to  get  our  enow  removal  equipment  in  shape  for  the 
coming  winter  season  and  if  it  is  net  too  severe  we  believe  that  we  can 
do  a  pretty  good  job  of  keering  most  of  our  roads  open  this  winter.

To  the  Honorable  Members  oi  the  Waushara  County  Board  of 
Supervisors: 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  your  County  Agricultural 
Agent  for  1943. 

This  agricultural  extension  program  for  the  year  was  planned  and 
directed  by  your  County  Agricultural  Committee  cooperating  with  the 
Wisconsin  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  members  of  the  Waushara  County  Agricultural  Committee 
were  as  follows:

The  success  of  the  work  as  outlined  in  the  attached  report  is  due 
not  to  any    individual  effort,  but    through  the  cooperation    and  helpful 
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assistance  of  many  individuals,  groups,  and  agencies. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 
375  Farm  and  home  visits  were  made,  2027  office  calls,  2402 
telephone  calls,  135  News  Articles  or  stories  were  published,  2  radio  talks, 
39  method  demonstrations  held,  684  attendance  at  method  demonstrations, 
11  leaders'  training  meetings  held,  194  attendance  at  leaders'  training 
meetings,  4  tours  conducted,  55  attendance  on  tours,  1  achievement  day 
held,  460  attendance  at  achievement  day,  1  camp  held,  290  attendance 
at  camp,  53  other  meetings  held,  1176  attendance  at  these  meetings, 
341/2  days  devoted  to  4-H  work,  262 days  devoted  to  adult  work,  130 1/2 
days  in  office,  1661/2  days  in  field,  12,119  miles  traveled  within  county,  2830 
miles  traveled  outside  county. 

FOOD  FOR  DEFENSE 

Crop  Production 

Three  hundred  forty  soil  samples  were  brought  in  during  the  year 
and  tested  for  the  amount  of  lime,  phosphate,  and  potash  available. 

Sixty  tons  of  potash  were  ordered  for  farmers  and  local  dealers 
from  wholesale  houses  that  had  an  extra  supply  on  hand. 

Orders  were  taken  for  three  hundred  forty  bushels  of  seed  oats,  most 
of  which  was  Vicland.  This  seed  was  trucked  in  and  distributed  to  farmers 
in  the  spring. 

Six  and  one-half  tons  of  certified  and  inspected  seed  potatoes  were 
purchased  last  spring  for  farmers  who  had  placed  orders. 

Two  grain  drills  were  purchased  by  the  Agricultural  Committee  and 
loaned  to  seventy-three  farmers  who  used  them  on  nine  hundred  eighty  nine 
acres  of  land.  One  drill  has  been  paid  for  and  the  other  partially  paid. 
Prices  charged  for  using  these  drills  v/ere  forty  cents  for  twenty  acres  and 
over,  fifty  cents  for  fifteen  acres  or  less.  These  drills  were  equipped  v^ith 
fertilizer  attachments  and  sowed  grain  and  grass  seed  in  addition. 

Thirty  pounds  of  Ranger  alfalfa  seed  was  purchased  from  the  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  and  planted  on  a  farm  in  the  town  of  Marion. 
This  new  alfalfa  variety  is  supposed  to  be  resistant  to  alfalfa  wilt  and 
mosaic  disease. 

A  circular  letter  on  spray  and  dusting  of  potatoes  was  sent  to  all 
farmers  in  the  county. 

Spray  materials  in  large  quantities  were  made  available  for  potato 
growers  in  this  area. 

A  circular  letter  on  a  pasture  program  for  the  year  was  sent  to  all 
farmers  in  the  county  outlining  various  crops  that  could  be  used  for  pasture. 

Four  meetings  were  held  on  crop  production  with  specialists  from 
the  College. 

A  hay  harvesting  demonstration  at  the  Hancock  Experiment  Farm 
with  the  use  of  buck  rakes  and  a  homemade  hay  chopper  was  held  previous 
to  the  hay  harvest.  Several  buck  rakes  were  made  by  local  farmers  as  a 
result  of  the  demonstration. 

Six  meetings  on  orchard  and  small  fruits  were  held  with  those  farm- 
ers who  had  indicated  an  interest  in  this  work.  Two  of  these  meetings 
consisted  of  prunning  demonstrations.    Group  orders  for  fruit  trees  and 
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berry  plants  were  taken  and  the  following-  number  was  ordered:

Livestock  Production 


A  meeting  with  the  feed  dealers  was  held  to  discuss  feeds  that  were 
available  and  combinations  that  could  be  used  for  the  feeding  of  all  livestock. 

Mimeographed  copies  of  suggested  rations  for  hogs  were  passed  out 
at  meetings  along  with  other  bulletins  on  feeding. 

Mimeographed  copies  of  a  homemade  self  feeder  for  hogs  were  made 
available  to  farmers  and  lumber  dealers.  A  total  of  seventy  eight  such 
feeders  were  made  during  the  past  year. 

Four  sheep  breeders  of  this  county  bought  rams  from  the  ram  truck 
which  is  operated  by  the  State  Extension  Service  in  cooperation  with  sheep 
breeders  of  the  State. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-tv/o  beef  calves  were  purchased  for  farmers, 
4-H  boys,  and  students  enrolled  in  the  high  school  agricultural  classes.  One 
hundred  seventy-eight  of  these  calves  were  purchased  from  South  Dakota 
ranchers,  the  balance  from  Iowa. 

Two  poultry  culling  demonstrations  were  held  with  agricultural  stu- 
dents to  train  them  for  culling  flocks  in  their  communities.  Individual 
culling  was  also  done  for  farmers  when  time  permitted.  Farm  visits  were 
made  with  J.  B.  Hayes,  poultry  specialists  from  the  College,  to  discuss  with 
farmers  the  remodeling  of  poultry  houses. 

Assistance  was  also  given  the  Cooperative  Bull  Association. 

CONSERVATION  OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES 
Forestry 

The  following  pine  trees  were  ordered  by  farmers  in  Waushara 
County  this  past  year  —  the  order  being  larger  than  any  previous  year:

Two  demonstrations  were  held  on  the  transplanting  of  pine  trees 
with  a  machine  developed  by  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  College 
of  Agriculture.  This  machine  will  plant  1500  trees  or  more  per  hour  on 
sod  ground  that  is  not  too  rough.  The  County  Agricultural  Committee  has 
discussed  the  possibility  of  making  several  of  these  transplanters  available 
on  a  loan  basis  to  farmers  who  plant  a  large  number  of  trees. 

EDUCATION  AND  COMMUNITY  LIFE 

4-H  Clubs 

There  was  a  decline  in  4-H  club  work  this  year  because  of  travel 
conditions  for  leaders  and  the  inability  for  leaders  to  devote  sufficient  time 
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to  leadership.  Many  of  the  older  boys  and  g-irls  left  the  county  for  em- 
ployment elsewhere.  There  were  twenty-seven  clubs  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  two  hundred  thirty-six  members. 

The  following-  table  shows  the  number  of  members  taking  the  varicus 
projects : 


Homemakers  Clubs 

The  women  enrolled  in  hcmemaking  carried  the  following  projects  in 
their  clubs  —  the  making  of  feather  comforters,  the  making  of  "wills"  and 
disposing  of  property  after  death,  and  the  canning  of  foods  and  the  preser- 
vation of  foods  by  other  means. 

At  a  planning  meeting  held  during  the  summer  with  the  presidents 
and  secretaries  of  the  homemakers  clubs,  a  program  on  clothing  for  the 
family  was  selected  for  1943-44.  This  consists  of  the  selection  of  wartime 
clothes  as  to  values,  and  the  care  and  maintenance,as  well  as  the  making 
over  of  old  garments.  There  were  sixteen  active  homemakers  clubs  this 
past  year. 


Farm  Labor 

This  job  of  recruiting  farm  labor  was  given  to  the  County  Agents 
when  Congress  votes  a  special  appropriation  of  funds  and  a  program  of 
work  to  be  handled  by  the  extension  service.  This  program  was  passed  by 
Congress  in  March.  In  May  the  County  Agricultural  Committee  met  and 
considered  the  job  that  needed  to  be  done  in  Waushara  County.  The  Com- 
mittee considered  applicants  for  the  position  of  Farm  Labor  Assistant  and 
chose  Minor  Potter  of  Wild  Rose.  He  divided  his  time  between  this  job 
and  that  of  County  Service  Officer.  His  work  proved  effective,  in  finding 
men  who  could  spend  part  time  or  a  short  full  time  period  in  working  on 
farms  where  help  was  urgently  needed.  In  addition  he  investigated 
numerous  cases  for  the  Selective  Service  Board  when  such  individuals  failed 
to  have  sufficient  units  in  or  to  maintain  them  on  their  farms. 

Groups  of  business  men  and  others  were  organized  in  teams  that 
went  out  to  help  farmers  harvest  hay  when  hired  help  wasn't  available. 

Boys  and  girls  from  the  villages  and  city  were  registered  for  farm 
work  and  found  employment  in  cucumber,  potato  and  onion  fields.  While 
not  all  of  the  laborers  recruited  were  first  rate  workers  —  on  a  whole  a 
good  job  was  done. 

Civilian  Defense 

This  work  consisted  of  organizing  the  Vv^omen  in  each  village  into  the

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block  system.  Each  village  was  to  have  a  leader  for  each  block  or  several 
blocks.  This  leader  was  known  as  a  block  leader  who  would  contact  each 
family  in  the  block  or  street  and  inform  them  of  government  programs, 
such  as  —  salvage  of  materials,  the  buying  of  food  on  the  point  system, 
refraining  from  patronizing  black  markets,  and  getting  along  with  less  meat. 

The  County  Agent  is  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  which 
is  a  part  of  Civilian  Defense. 

War  Bop.rd 

One  morning  each  week  is  devoted  to  the  activities  of  the  War  Board. 
Such  matters  as  farm  building  permits,  electrical  wiring  permits,  butcher- 
ing permits,  certain  priorities  for  critical  materials,  and  the  setting  up  of 
rationing  boards  for  farm  supplies  were  handled  by  this  board. 

Kat  Campaign 

A  campaign  to  eradicate  rats  on  a  county  wide  basis  was  tried  this 
fall.    There  were  415  requests  for  bait. 
Chemicals  for  Weed  Control 

A  supply  of  chemicals  for  weed  control  is  kept  on  hand  and  available 
to  farmers  at  cost.

The  Waushara  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  by  its  Director 
and  County  Beard  Committee  on  Public  Welfare  herewith  submit  to  the 
Waushara  County  Board  of  Supervisors  the  annual  report  of  the  activities 
by  the  Department  for  the  period  of  November  1,  1942  to  November  1, 
1943.  This  report  is  submitted  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  and  also  in  accordance  with  provision  8  of  Ordinance  No.  1  of  tl:e 
Waushara  County  Board  of  Supervisors  as  of  their  May,  1939  Session. 
DEPARTMENTAL  SERVICES 

The  Waushara  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare  hai,  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report,  serviced  and  cared  for  an  average  monthly 
total  of  558  public  assistance  cases.  This  total  consists  of  the  different 
forms  of  aids  as  follows:  Old  Age  Assistance  449;  Aid  to  Dependent  Child- 
ren GO;  Aid  to  the  Blind  7;  General  Relief  42. 

Again,  we  can  report  a  substantial  reduction  in  general  relief.  In 
fact,  the  general  relief  load  has  now  been  reduced  to  the  flace  where  only 
those  who  are  totally  incapacitated  are  receiving  public  assistance. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  status  of  applicatoins  received  and  disposi- 
tion of  same  during  this  period  for  the  social  security  aids  as  follows:

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  can  report  that  there  has  been  a  marked 
decrease  in  relief  expenditures  for  the  period  of  November  1,  1942  to 
November  1,  1943.  This  decrease  can  be  noted  in  relief  expenditures,  ad- 
ministration. Welfare  Home,  and  Welfare  Home  construction.  Medical  relief 
has  made  very  sharp  increase.  The  total  decrease  of  expenditures  during 
this  period  amounts  to  $8,348.91.  The  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  has  in- 
creased, but  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  expenditures  for  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  and  Blind.    While  we  believe  that  Old  Age  Assi:tance

has  reached  the  saturation  point  and  is  levelling-  off  as  far  as  applications 
are  concerned,  there  will  he  a  steady  increase  in  the  cost  of  Old  Age 
Assistance,  due  to  present  living  costs  and  increased  cost  of  care  as  these 
pensioners  become  older.  The  decrease  in  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  can 
be  attributed  to  the  increase  of  employment  opportunities. 

The  Welfare  Home  has  been  leased  and  is  now  operating  as  a  private 
Old  Men's  Home,  and  every  room  is  occupied. 

WELF  ARE  COMMITTEE 
The  Welfare  Committee  of  the  County  Beard  has  held  twenty-four 
regular  meetings  to  formulate  policies,  supervise  activities  of  the  deT:ar't- 
ment,  and  to  audit  claims.  The  Committee  has  worked  with  the  Director 
in  affection  collections  from  old  age  assistance  beneficiaries  to  the  amount 
of  $10,855.67;  also  in  the  interests  of  Waushara  County  and  its  towns, 
cities  and  villages,  has  disallowed  unauthorized  or  excessive  relief  claims  to 
the  amount  of  $1,531.11. 

With  pleasure,  the  Waushara  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
submits  this  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department;  and  the  personnel 
of  the  Department,  together  with  the  committee  again  wish  to  express 
their  appreciation  for  the  splendid  cooperation  and  business  relationships 
with  all  other  county  departments  and  with  all  officials  of  the  town.:, 
cities,  and  villages  of  the  County  of  Waushara.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  County  Superintendent's  report  in  con- 
formity with  Section  39.03  subsection  (4)  of  the  Statutes. 
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The  school  census  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  was  3293  or  157  less 

than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  falling  off  of  the  census  in  the  past 

several  years  can  be  attributed  primarily  to  the  movement  from  farms  to 

cities  because  of  more  favorable  situations  in  the  urban  centers. 

Following  is  the  census  (4-20  years)  in  all  the  towns  and  villages 

which  includes  all  the  rural,  state  graded,  and  high  schools  districts.

Some  of  the  Educational  Legislation  enacted  is  as  follows: 
Chapter  32  —  Appropriate  $200,000  special  state  aid  for  elementary 
and  high  schools  in  financial  distress. 

Chapter  37  —  Sick  Leave.  Commencing  with  the  school  year  1943-44 
no  state  aid  shall  be  paid  under  40.87  unless  the  teacher  under  contract  is 
allowed  at  least  5  days  sick  leave  per  year  without  deduction  of  pay,  the 
unused  days  to  accumulate  to  at  least  30  days. 

Chapter  80  —  Gives  annual  district  meeting  the  power  to  vote  a  tax 
to  purchase,  operate,  and  maintain  transportation  vehicles  and  finance  con- 
tracts for  the  use  and  services  of  such  transportation  vehicles  and  to  pur- 
chase liability  insurance  for  same. 
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Chapter  94  —  Empowers  county  boards  to  raise  salary  of  any  elec- 
tive county  officer  for  or  during  his  term  of  office.  Velidates  any  such 
action  taken  since  November  1,  1942.  Expires  January  1,  1945. 

Chapter  105  —  Minimum  Salaries  of  Teachers.  Amends  40.87  (4)  (b), 
changing  the  minimum  salary  to  $1200  for  teachers  certified  upon  four 
years  of  professional  training  with  a  degree  and  $1000  if  the  teacher  certi- 
ficate is  based  upon  less  training. 

Chapter  108  —  Dermits  districts  to  vote  salaries  of  $20  each  to  the 
tieasurer  and  director  and  $25  to  the  clerk.  Limitations  not  applicable  to 
first  class  State  Graded  Schools,  high  schools,  or  high  school  with  grades. 

Chapter  392  —  County  Superintendents.  Amends  39.01.  To  be  eligible 
to  the  office  a  person  must  have  taught  two  years  in  a  rural  public  school 
or  in  a  graded  elementary  school  in  this  state,  and  after  July  1,  1944  must 
hold  an  unlimited  certificate  based  on  at  least  four  years  of  accredited 
scholastic  training  beyond  high  school. 

PERMITS  GRANTED  TO  RURAL  AND  STATE  GRADED  TEACHERS 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  teachers  12  rural  teachers  were  given 
special  permits  to  teach  in  the  one  room  schools  during  the  past  year. 
These  were  former  teachers  who  taught  school  years  ago  v.-hose  teaching 
certificates  were  no  longer  in  force.  In  vitually  all  cases  these  teachers 
became  quite  readily  adjusted  to  the  newer  trends  of  teaching  and  more- 
over gave  a  creditable  account  of  themselves. 

COUNTY  GRADUATION 

One  hundred  boys  and  girls  received  their  common  diplomas  at  the 
County  Graduation  E-:erciGes  of  which  there  v/ere  87  from  the  rural  dis- 
tricts and  17  from  the  two  department  graded  (State)  schools

The  County  Normal  Board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1943. 

ENROLLMFJNT  IN  TEACHER  TRAINING  INSTITUTIONS 

There  has  been  a  very  evident  curtailment  of  enrollment  in  practical- 
ly all  County  Normals  and  Teachers  Colleges  including  the  University  of 
¥/isconsin  due  to  the  War  effort.  This  v/ill  teccme  more  and  more  pro- 
nounced until  hostilities  will  cease  in  the  present  emergency. 

In  spite  of  the  teacher  shortage  there  is  every  indication  that  tho 
enrollment  in  our  County  Normal  has  a  sufficient  number  of  teacher  train- 
ing students  during  the  current  year  to  supply  the  rural  districts  with 
teachers  for  the  ensuing  school  year  along  with  Permit  Teachers. 

The  present  enrollment  is  eighteen,  seven  of  which  are  tuition  stu- 
dents. This  registration  compares  favorably  with  some  of  the  highest 
registrations  in  the  state  for  the  one  year  course  and  in  some  instances 
judging  from  reports  exceeds  that  in  schools  offering  the  two  year  course. 

Since  some  County  Normals  reverted  from  a  two  year  to  a  one  year 
course  the  personnel  of  faculties  has  been  reduced  from  four  to  three 
members.  When  the  present  world  conflict  is  over  the  two  year  course  will 
again  be  re-established  according  to  present  plans  in  order  to  give  students 
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a  wider  range  of  academic  and  professional  training  for  preparedness  in 
teaching.
